Penny Wise Pound Foolish? 


This column is unhappy about the Selectmen’s 
action of Monday, in turning down a proposal of the 
State DPW for a new intersection layout at Woburn 
and Lowell Streets, 

This is one of the busiest intersections in town, 
Lowell Street is already at traffic capacity, and 
Woburn Street is due to have a traffic count growth 
in the next few years that is almost beyond imagi- 
nation, 

At the present time there are some few hundreds 
of employees in the industrial area's at the south end 
of Woburn Street, 5 

But plans are now being developed that will have 
not hundreds but thousands of employees inthe area, 
The town will have to face up to those after 
the employees have arrived, The time to do it is 
before, not later, 

Instead of the state proposed eighty foot layout 
the Selectmen want to adopt the sixty foot proposal 
ofa year ago. — 

The State must have had good reasons for pro- 
posing an eighty foot layout, 

What the Selectmen are balking at is the cost 
of land damages, That can be understood, The land 
damages have to be paid by the town, and most 
assuredly they will be at least $100,000 and perhaps 
twice that number, if the streets are to be built as 
the State DPW proposes, 

Two dollars on the tax rate - that’s what $200 
thousand. means, and for a Selectman that’s terrible 
news! ‘ 

No one seems to have wondered what would 
happen if either Lowell Street or Woburn Street were 
moved - physically moved - about fifty or seventy- 
five feet, 

The proposal just turned down means that the 
town would have to pay for land damages at all four 
corners, 

Move one street or the other, andthe town would 
have to pay for damages on just two of those four 
corners, 

At the present time there is a block of stores 
on one corner, Move away from that block of stores, 
and towards the open fields, That will save the 
town money, 

Let the intersection of the two streets be fifty 
feet eastward on Woburn Street, or fifty feet north- 
erly on Lowell Street, 

There would be a savings of damages, which is 
what is worrying the Selectmen, 

Secondly, there would be far better traffic con- 
trol, in the future years,-when those controls will 
be needed, 

The town would save money in the long fun, The 
present idea of a sixty foot lay-out can best be 
characterized as Penny Wise and Pound Foolish,

Gasoline Licenses 


For some years past the Board of Selectmen 
have had a consistent policy of not allowing any new 
retail gasoline licenses, in Wilmington, Many indi- 
viduals have tried for new licenses, Few have 
succeeded, 

; And the hottest issue in town, at the moment, 1s 
a gasoline license on Main Street, just southerly 
from Wilmington Square, at the former site of Wil- 
mington Ford, The Selectmen are planning to revoke 
that license, and have called for a public hearing to 
show cause why it should not be revoked, 

That license is owned by the Gibbs Oil Company, 
who have bought the former Wilmington Ford place, 
It has not been used for three years, even though the 
Town has been paid the usual license fee, each year, 
The Gibbs Oil Company, it is understood, is an 

| affillate of the Sinclair Refining Company, 

When Wilmington Ford moved to its present 
location, about four years ago, the Selectmen would 
only give it a license to store gasoline for its own 
use, to service its new and used cars, 

Then, three years ago, after three meetings 
between Wilmington Ford and the Selectmen, a license 
was granted with full priviliges, The vote was three 
to two, with Mrs Drew and Paul Niles voting No, 

Point Number One, about which there is very 
little argument, {s that a gasoline license cannot be 
transferred from one place to another, It ‘stays 
with the land’, 

Point Number Two, about which there can be 
argument, is that the Selectmen are supposed to have 
the power to revoke a gas license which has not been 
actively used for three years, In the Town of North 
Reading the Selectmen are proposing to revoke a 
bunch of such licenses, and if the WilmingtonSelect- 
men succeed in revoking the Gibbs Oil license the 
reader can expect to see more actionofthe same kind 

What's a gasoline license worth today? Perhaps 
$40,000, perhaps more, in Wilmington, The new gas 
station on Main Street, opposite the Wilmington Plaza, 
is the one that was built with the license granted to 
Wilmington Ford, The reputed sales price of license 
and about an acre of land was $60,000,

Dear Larz, 

I wish to reply to your edito- 
rial on the young peoples’ in- 
terest in the grape pickers strike 
It is unfortunate that you missed 
their open forum which served as 
a preamble to their picketing ac- 
tivities at local markets that con- 
tinued to sell California grapes, 
It was an extremely fair and in- 
formative presentation, 

It would have answered the 
charge oftem made by the growers 
(and repeated in your editorial) 
that only two per cent of the pic- 
kers are interested in the union, 
‘The fact is that the struck growers 
have never allowed a vote on the 
issue, 

Rabbi Lantz, who was sent to 
study the problem in California by 
the growers organization, reported 
that this is a gross understima- 
tion of union strength, His con- 
clusion was reached on the basis 
of personal interviews with many 
workers there, 

Those who attended the meeting 
discovered that farm workers are 
a last vesige of labor oppression 
in our country, 

They are excluded from 
coverage in Federal labor and 
minimum wage laws, Vast groups 
of farm workers are exploited with 
substandard wages and dehuman- 
izing conditions, With no rights 
under the law to seek elections 
or participate in collective bar- 
gaining, they went on strike, 

The growers then brought in fl- 
legal Mexican laborers to work the 
crops, Thus, the pikeers have 
nowhere to turn except to us, their 
fellow Americans, the consumers, 

Wilmington must be proud of 
its energetic and creative young 
people, who have, through their 
concern and persistent action, 
shown their humanness, This is 
not the only challenge that moves 
these students,
